Devney, assistant superintend- 
ent, whose hea.'quirtcrs will re 
main as now, at Evansville, but 
who will spend part of his time 
at this place, practically the 
traffic center of this division, us 
a matter of convenience to him 
■elf and facility to Iiir office) in 
handling the heavy operations of 
the Henderson division. 

Steve Mot hersbead, Mr. Dev- 
ney's chief clerk, will remain at 
the Evansville office, where two 
additional men will be employed. 

Mr. Devuey waa here Monday 
completing the arrangements for 
the change. 

Three additional copyista will 
be added to the present dispatch, 
er'a force when the change is 
made, which will be made quick- 
ly. 

The old quarters have grown 
too small to take care of the bua- 
inesa that must be handled, and 
will be used iu future partly for 
storage of supplies. 

The new rooms will be much 
more comfortable as well as 
commodious and the force will 
escape the locomotive smoke that 
often fills their present quarters 
in the depot, and other uupleas- 
aut conditions.

Thecen- 
al is living in a log cabin buill 
103 vears ago by his father, A 
pring and a fine mint bed are 
ust outtide the door, there is b 
ittle of Kentucky's "best" with 
n reach, and the general's "old 
log wags his tail every time 1 
raft into the front yard."

Once on a time this old Ken- 
tucky soldier was behind a fort 
at the door of which, hard knock- 
ing for admission, was Ulysses S. 
Grant, who had been a School 
mate of the fort's occupant at 
West Point. If some of the 
Confederate troops had not been 
withdrawn, leaving Buckner un- 
prepared to give his visitor's a 
ra.ru welcome, it is possible that

'd the name of Unconditional 
Surrender Grant. It was a hu- 
liation for the Southerner, and 
a triumph for the Northerner, 
but Buckner bore no grudges.

The front gate opened and Grant 
saw coming to bid him a last 
uood-bye in life Simon Boliver 
Buckner, who had uncondition 
ally surrendered to him years be 
fore.

The meeting between the 
old time antagonists was grate- 
ful to those who saw itandtothe 
country who heard of it. There 
was no spirit of sectionalism 
shown that day in the little New 
York village. 

General Buckner of Kentucky 
is happy, deservedly happy.
